be used in dilu®f lime-sulphur wash ‘
or Bordeaux mixture, thus effecting
a combination treatment for insects
and fungous diseases, OUn stone
fruits, such as cherry, peach and
plum, arsenicals are likely to cause
injary to foliage and must be used

with caution, On such trees the ar-
genate of lead is preferable to the

arsenicals, as it is less injuricus to

foliage and on all trees sticks much
better. In spraving for the tent
caterpillar only applications should
be made while the caterpillars are
vet small, as these suecumb more
nearly full grown, and prompt treat-
ment stops further defoliation of the
trees
